Indldings, which cafO^t flrar^aatedly, 
that they were sared. 

After Lima'a fire department oame 
with a seoond atoattier, fht fire wm 
confined to the boildingi then bnmed 
beyond repair. 

The fix« bnmed east from the First 
National bank, and while Qm streain.s 
ware ai\l working well down that street 
Are broke out above the bank and 
threatened to eoannmnicate to The Dem- 
ocrat building, bnt after an hour's hard 
work the danger was overcome.

A ajrres^s indent in Rio .laneiro sends 
word that the fighting at Nictheroy, 
when the r< Dels landed trooptt at Areia 
Point on I'l li. ',», wa.s very tierce. It 
could hardly be i'.ccidcd which force 
came out victorious. Many were killed 
and many others womided on both sides, 
and tho government troojis, commanded 
by (ieneral ArgoUa, made a valiimt de- 
fence. 

Confimiation of the news of the land- 
ing of the rebels at Nicthemy reaclie<l 
here yesterday in an official cable dis- 
patch from Rio Janeiro. The insurgent 
fleet attacked .\rmacao at 8 o'clock in 
the evening and continued the fight un- 
til daybreak. Tiie insurgents landed 
troop and destroyed the beach and hill- 
top forts of the government. 

With six heavy guns and two maga- 
Eine guns they swept the streets of Nic- 
theroy, but were finally forctid to retreat 
before the superior nuiubera of the gov- 
ernment forces. The goremment ad- 
mits a loas of SOO. The ootreapondent in 
Nictheroy aaya that SOO is nearer the 
true loss. 

The insurgents succeeded beyond all 
hopes, having deatroved the government 
position most menac-mg to the fleet and 

having lost but 270 men in all.

Ixiio ,iail. At Buckeye, tlit y were nn t 
by a mid» and overiKJwerc*^ the prisoner 
taken from them. The oflicers finally 
hiduced the inob to give IMct 'n g a trial 
U'fore a justice ol the peao . Then- 
were two justici« in the crowd, and after 
going through the fomi of a trial, the 
prisoner was pronounced guilty and 
ordered to ja'l without bail. 

Before the mittimus could Is' written 
four maske<l men came out of Taylor's 
honse, where the negro had l>een taken 
for identification by Mrs. Taylor, and 
seized the prisoner and rushed him up 
the ravine. The mob kept the olhcei-s 
back until the tour masked men had dis- 
apjieared with the negro. S*ver;il 
slKjffl were ^oon he.ird, and iu a short 
time the crowd was iHirmitted to expUire 
the thicket into whicli McCreg had been 
taken. They soon came upon hia life- 
less iKidy hanging from a tree.

SETT LED AT LAST. 

Tbe Ohio* Minors Deeido to Botnni to 

VTork at n Bediintloii. 

CuLLMHi s, Feb. 19.— Thu long-contin- 
ued agony iu the Uhio coal industry is 
over. Thu state convention of the Uhio 
district, I'nited Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, Saturday evening decided to author- 
ize the local organuationa throughout 
the state to accept a reduction in wages 
sufficient to place tbe Ohio minaa in a 
position for snocenftil competition with 
the Pennsylvania flelda. 

The reduction will be aboat SO cents a 
ton, but will vary dii^tly according to 
the location and character of the mines. 
The result means much to the bnalnefs 
interest of every large 6ity> in the atate, 
wheiv the stagnatioQ of oMnmerce 
throughout the mining diatriota haa been 
felt in every channel.

Tbi qaeation as to the constitutional 
ity of the new medical practice a ct will 

probably be settled at an early day At 
Louisville last Friday Dr. E. A. Welsh 
was fined $50 for violating the law, and 
will now take the ra.?e to the Court of 
Appeals. A few years a^o Dr. Welsh 
secured permission to practice in this 
State by submitting to the State Board of 
Health his diploma from a Maryland 
medical college in accordance with the 
law as it then was. The new law under 
which he was prosecuted requires that a 
certiticati' Ui practice niunt be secured 
from the iState lioard of Health. His ap- 
plication for thia waa refoaed. He ap 
pealed to the Govemor, who .su.«taine<l 
the action of the board. He did nut (juit 
practicing, however, and a warrant was 
taken out chnrjrinj: him with ilUnally 
practicing medicine. The points relied 
upon by the defense were as follows : 

The act is not retroactive; if so it is in 
conflict with the provisions of the four- 
teenth amendment of the Federal Consti- 
tution as depriving a person of property 
without due process of law ; the act in 
conferring both legislative and judicial 

Sowers on an executive board is in con- 
let with the State Constitution ; the act 
is unconstitutional bh beintr in conflict 
with the Kentucky Bill of Rights.

The second class cities in Kentucky 
were the only ones not provided witli a 
new charter by the Inst legislature. This 
was brought about by the scheming fac- 
tions In the variooB cities trying to get 
the best of eaob atber. Kach faction 
wanted charter tiu^'liroald be ^specially 
favorable to its intereatf, and th« 
other faction and the people could 
take care of themselves. The re- 
mit was that no charter waa agreed upon. 
The same tactics were rcsnrtcil to at tlie 
preseijit session. A citarter was reported 
last weelk, and waa immediately recom- 
mitted, with the prospect that the ses- 
sion wouid leave tlie cities as tJiey were 
before, or without any charter at all. A.t 
this stage of the game, Hon. llplla Hart, 
of Fl^pi^K, stepped into (tie figtit. He 
thongjbt {there bad been enough foolish- 
neaa,an4.he proposed brining the Rep- 
reeenl •tiTee of the three cities to their 
senffes. He accordingly introduced a res- 
oluti(w directing the committee to report 
SatuHby at 11 o'c^opk, and ma^cipR the 
matter a speclfl oraer fqr bota. 
This Wjss adopted. 

Whan that hour arrived the Represen- 
tatives of fhetliroe cities stated they had 
agreed on a substitute for the original 
charter and hoped there would be no op- 
po8ition to its paaaage. It paaaed unani- 
mously. 

The 'following tare the salient features 
of the charter as passed. The cities are 
divided Into sis wards, with two Ooon- 
cIlmeA to each ward. The Board of Al- 
derman consists of four members e^epted 
from the city at large. It is left optional 
witli each city whether it shall have a 
Board of Public Works or a l^uperiaten- 
dent of Public Worin. 

The dty officern shall bo Mayor, City 
Judge, Assessor, Engineer, Jailer, Treas- 
urer andOerk, to b« elected by the peo- 
ple, and !ui Auditor, to be appointed by 
the Mayor witli the approval of the Board 
of Aldermen. The oAcea of City Solicitor 
and City Attorney an to ba provided for 
by ordinance. 

The cities pay for one half of the first 
construction of streets a^dfay intereit 
on bonds for tha reconstmctlbn.

No. 1, of'Cincinnati, which has charge of 
rates in Kentucky and Tennessee, noti- 
fied tl^ Ifoysville Board tU4 ^)e bul- 
lock rates must be adopted, unc6hditlon- 
ally. The agents sent back a remon- 
strance, stating that the promise of the 
special agents had not been carried out, 
and adding that the euforceiaeut of tlie 
new rates would be unwise, unjust and 
certain to result in serious loss of busi- 
ness to all bnnrd comiianies. 

•Since then the agents of some of the 
largest companies tried to renew some 
pi.licies uuder the old rates, but the com- 
panies refused to take the business un- 
less written at the Bullock rates. 

The crisis was reached Saturday. At a 
meeting of the Board, a motion to adopt 
the new rates was voted down, and a 
motion was then made to dissolve the 

« 

board. This was adopted, and the agents 
will now fix their own rates. If the com- 
panies don't like it they won't have to 
take the busineess. The Board has been 
in e.xisteuce about ten years. The special 
agents will probably be here in a few 
days to try to reorganise the Board.

■LIZZARD BLASTS. 



■savjr Snowstorm* RuKins 

th« Entire NorthwMl. 

Ea.\8a8 City, Feb. 12.— The great 
Haw York biizxard waa almost ootdooe 
la fhe west yesterday. It began snow- 
ing in tliis city about noon and has con- 
tinnetl ever since, the snow coming down 
Bo thick it liMjks like a fog. All streetcar 
lines in the city were compelled to sus- 
pend operations alwut 4 o'clock, the 
plowa being oaaUe to keep the traofes 
BofBdently clear to permit the ears to 
run. and a lontr line of prips and coacheH 
are stretched al< 111^ the variou.s lines in 
diflfercut part* of the city. Only thost; 
who have to be oat are in the streets, as it 
is almost an imj^Dasibility for pedeatr|ans 
to go alx)ot. 

dcoming trains froni the west on all 
roads are reported to be from 10 to 12 
hours lute, and some of them have been 
■•lost" altogether. • 

Signal Officer Connor last night stated 
that tlie day's blizzard was the worst ex- 
perienced in this part of the country 
since the establislmient of the signal of- 
fice in tins city. 

Incoming trains from all directiona are 
very late and some of them will not come 
in until a late hour. 

Dispatches from Kansas indicate that 
the Sturm is general. At Emporia the 
snowfall is reported aa two ttut, while 
advices from other polnti rqxirt from 
one foot to 18 inchea. 

Dispatches from Qkahoma and the In- 
dian Tsnitonr indioate that solbring 
among the aetfleia will be very severe as 
the snow ii accompanied by very cold 
winds and at some points the thermometer 
is several degrees below aero. The loss

Omaha, Feb. 12. Since 3 o'clock S^in- 
day nioniiiig a storm haa raged genei ally 
in the ujiper MiBsouri country, covering 
the entire territory Wtweon the river and 
the nioutains. The win(l is fruui the 
north, blowing almo.st a gale, accom- 
i)anie<l by Hue smiw which is drifted 
oadly and packed hard. 

In this city the streeta have l)een kept 
oi)«;n and cam moving, but the move- 
ment of railroad trains ha.s been greatly 
liaiupere<l. 

All trains on the IClkliorn, Mi.ssouri 
Pacific, Union I'a itii' and lliu'lington in 
Nebraska are frc m two to four hours 
lute. All out.;(>iiiK trains are aban- 
•lonetl. Reports re(!«;ived from points in 
the wt'st say the sn(»wfall is increaaing 
and is drifting badly, so that a general 
blockade i.s hnuiediate. The mercury is 
Still a few degreea above aero, hot is fall- 
ing slowly and ondonbteSly will Boon be 
below.
